When a disc is not to be played 
for a long period of time, re- 
move it from the CD player and 
store it in its case. . 


Never play a cracked or warped disc. 

During playback, the disc rotates at high speed in the 
player. Therefore, to avoid danger, never use_a cracked 
or deformed disc or a disc repaired with tape or 
adhesive agent.

Cabinet maintenance 
{f the cabinet becomes dirty, wipe with a soft, dry cloth. Serious stain or dirt can be wiped with a wet cloth. Do 
not use benzine or thinner for these may damage the unit. 
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Power supplies 


This unit can be powered from batteries or household power supply. For battery operation, use 
commercially-available alkaline batteries or the rechargeable batteries. 
Manganese batteries are not suitable for operating this unit, because their capacity is too small 


to be used. 
After switching the power OFF, the batteries are slightly consumed to hold the memory 


functions. 
When the unit is not used for a long time {a week or more), remove the batteries from the unit.

As an inherent charactertstic of rechargeable batteries, the charging capacity drops if a battery is recharged 
several times while the charge remaining in it is large. In such a case, the original charging capacity can be 
recovered gradually by recharging it only after the charge has been exhausted completely several times.

— Connect the equipment into an outlet on a circuit different from that to which the receiver is connected, 
— Consult the dealer or an experienced racio/TV technician for help.
